A Yenr of Saicida.

In fact, the year seems to be a bad one,
and the bold on life is only light. In the
short span since 1891 came on the stage
about 25 people have weighed life in the
balates, and the scales nave dipped in lavor
of the mext world. Last vear the whole
pumber of suicides in the county did not
pumber 80, but within the last six days
there has boea an average of one for every
24 hours

THE PAUPER INSANE.

Measure Before the Legisiatare That
Will Benefit This City.

PITTSBURG HAS T0 FOOT THE BILL.

The State Does Not Help Support Those
in Local Asylums.

K0 EOOM IN THE OTHER INSTITUTIORS

Chief Elliot, of the Departmens of Chari-
ties, thioks that the State of Pennsylvania
owes the city of Pittsburg a number of
thoussnds of dollars for taking care of the
pauper insane, and he has made up his
mind to get some of it, il not all, if there is
aov possible way by which he can compass
the object.

Some time ago Representative Emmett
E. Cotton introduced a bill in the Hounse
providing for the repayment to the
city of the amount of money spent
by Pittsbarg in taking care of the paupers
in the department for the insane of the
almshouse. The amount for which the bill
calls is $95,000, and this exteands over the
period since the authorities at Dixmont re-
fused to receive any more patients from the
city, the reason given being lack of room.
The bill was referred to the Finance Com-
mittee.

Data for the Legislature.

Mr. Cotton has been keeping a sharp
watch npon it, and it was on the programme
for a hearing before the committes last
night. Chief Elliot yesterday sent to Mr.
Cotton a statement of the number of people
who had been keptat the almshouse since ad-
mission was refused them at Dixmont, the cost
per patieat, and a lot of other data that would
tend to strengthen the plea of the city for re-
lel

Chief Elliot bases his application upon the
fact that the Commonweaith makes an annual
appropriation, or rather a bi-annual appropria-
tion, to the State h 15 for the i poor.
He says that becauss the public Institutions
have not suflicient capacity to accommodate
ali the applicants for admission, 18 no reason
why a city that takes care of it= own insane
should be deprived of & proper share of the
fund, years ago officials at Dix-
mont rafnsed to receive any more patients on
account of the city. They had mo room for

Where the State Pays.

*Then,” said the Chiel, *we fitted up an ad-
dition to the almshouse and there we bave been
taking care of these people. 1contend that the
Btate owes us the money we liave spent in car-
ing for our own insane. The Stale pays § per
week for ench pauper patient in a State hospi-
tal, the remainder of the cost being paid by
the city or county to which the inmate Is cred-
ited. The calculation is that it requires about
83 75 per week for each patient. That leaves
€1 7oto be made up by those who send them
there. For the jumates at Dixmout sent there
by this city we pay §1 75 each, and the Stata §2

“That is as it shonld be. We have nowas the
almshonss 201 insane patients whom the eity
has to keep without any outside belp. In nther
words the peo are taxed to keep asylums
and they have the benefic of ovne only. Tbe
Biate shoula either increase the size of 115 hos-
pitals or else allow us the same us is ziven for
the support of those iu Srate institutions
Philadelphia has the same difffioulty as Pitts-
b e Norristown Hospital cannot aceom-
mu;hu all the ~ases offered, and as a result
the city bas a department for the insane at-
tached to its aimshouse, and the city has to pay
all the expenses.”

Stute Asylums Overcrowded.

The Legislature hes asked the Committee on
Lunacy of the Board of Charities to suggest a
remedy for the osvercrowded conaition of the
Siate Insave asylums, The committze bas
sketched a plan, and at a meeting in Phila-
delplna to-day the subject will be finally dis-
cussed. James B, Scott, who is a member,
went East last eveniog to attend the meeting.
Mr. Scott smd:

“The five State hospitals can comfortabl
commodate, without crowding, abous 4,000 pa-
tients, but the mansgers are now trying to
care for 5,230 insane people in these institu-
tions, The number inexcess of comfortable
capacity is 1.271. Dixmont has 748 patients,
wiien the hospital can m}v provide for only
&5 Toere are 1907 in the Norristown Asylum,
which bhas 2 capacity for 1884 patients. The
policy of the board bas been to take all the
private insane wod such patients in the various
alwshonses, and pat them in the State institu-
tiops, With the growth of Insanity in counac-
tion with the rapid increase in the
asylums are no longer large

A Farm for the Insane.

“The Committes on Lunacy recommends
that a hospital be bullton a large farm some-
where In the State to provide for what we call
the chronic cases, or thope hopelessly insane.
At arule these people are able-bodied. The
discase does not affect the body, and it seems
as the reason arifts away the pbysical strength
I=creases, They are easily managed, and could
be gotten to da some work, which would reduce
their living expeoses. Soch a scheme also
would remove the chromic patients from

1o All doctors agree that the presence

In
Wisconsin, where the plan suggested isin o
eration, the expense ranges {rom $1 25 to §2
per week, The chronic insane require little
attention, and ordinary but good food will sat-
isty all their wan's. In the matter of expense
alone, it wonid pay the State to have a big
farm on which to plage the chronic persons,
They would have plenty of room to move
avout, and could do some light work which
would not hurt them."

In a few aays other committees will be sent
out to examine the tities to the properties in-
volved It is Intended to purchase the [actories
ountright and it is desired 1o make sure of the
titles being all right. This will require several
weeks’ aaditional work, and it is thought it
would be impossible to get the concern in shape
to begin operations before the latter partol
June, and for that reason it was thought best
not to make the effort until the next fire.

By that time everything can be completed
Headquarters wall have been established: the
officers will have i the responsibilities
of their offices, and the company willbe in
shape to begin with the next fire.

The threatéenaed raise in prices and curtail-
